Rhodesia he had been a railroad surveyor. In his journeys along the 
lite, an awning over his head against the sun, he had sat in a railcart 
pushed along by relays of trotting native runners. 

A servant had served him his morning tea in bed and later made yp 
his roam in the bungalow where another native cook@i@his meals. Despite 
the lack of these amenities at Kemano, hé endured his lot fur three 
month$ underground as a survey supervisor but left on the very day 
that his time was up. 


Stepping down from the bus with us was a logger. He was going 
farthe® up the valley where crews were cutting a path through the 
timber for the powerline to Kitwnat. He was greyyhaired and this sunny 
afternoon was clean-shaven, grave and judicial in aspect--in contrast le 
his appearance two nights before when he had embarked at Vancouver. 

Then I had been leaning on the ship's ral! watching the lines that 
were to be cast off. As the gang-plank was hauled aboard, a taxi drove 
along the dock and stopped with a squeal of rubber, A good-looking Dlunde, 
a red-head and-a brunette emerged In in that order from it, Their cries 
entreated the captain on the bridge above me. The women turned back 
to the taxi and with the driver's heip pulled from its shrouded interior 
a groggy and dishevelled figure with a pair of lugger’s caulked bovts 
looped by their gut !aces about his neck. A whiskey bottle snaut pro- 
truded from his mackinaw’s side pockct. 

The gang-plank was lowered and, a steward lugging his dunnage 
bag, the logger staggered finally to_the deck. Later that night I heard 
him enquiring as to where we we! nd, up the coast ‘or down? An 
old-timer, inured over the years to his current predicament, he was not 
lost. He was merely confused and, like others on board, had tempvrarily 
misplaced his whereabouts. 

Now at Kemano he was on his way up the valley..Ip two or three 
or four months he would make another “stake” and would return again 
to Vancouver to blow it in. By such eycles of earnest endeavour are 
forests laid, mountains pierced and rivers spanned. 
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To those not already 
aware of it, it will doubt- 
less come as somewhat 
of a surprise and no in- 
considerable thrill to dis- 
cover that Victoria has 
earned a place of some 
distinction in the Ency- 
clopaedia Britannica—a 
place scarcely to be 
expected. 


In what previous editions 
this occurred I do not know 
but it is certainly there for all 
to see in the issue of 1953. 
Look in Volume 3, opposite 
Page 376. 


Here Victoria has equal billing 
with Ottawa, New York, Manches- 
ter, Peking and Mecacow; and it 
is something of a brain-teaser to 
, figure out what factor or feature 
of such notable importance is com- 
mon to this odd assortment of 
citles. 

A moment's thought will at once 
reveal that, whatever it is, it -an- 
not begin with any letter farther 
on in the alphabet that “B.” °C” 
doesn't begin until after Volume 3 

Well, Victoria has very: saiubri- 
ous “air” and “atmosphere.” fully 
equal, I am sure, to anything en- 
countered in Manchester or Mos 
cow. But the reference is not under 
these headings. Of course. our city 
and, indeed, Ottawa and New York 
are all on the continent of Amer- 
ica but the others, equally certain- 
ly, are not. It has nothing tw do 
with “angling.” “Apocalyptic liter- 
ature” or even “arcilitecture.. and, 
progressing to the letter “B,” it is 
not associated wl th “bacteria,” 
“baking” or “barometers.” 

No. The reference is under 
“Bell.” 

And Victoria's claim to renown 
in this connection. & Dot vested in 
cathedral or chureh bells er even, 
as might be expected, in ‘ship's 
bells.” 

Rather it ia in the CRinese betl 
which hangs. in Beacon Hili Park; 
which, indeed. has hung there now 
for some 38 years. Fame is a fickle 
thing and often enough comes un- 
expectedly.

SOMETHING, anyway, of the 
story of the Chinese bell is re 
counted in a document which, com- 
plete with spelling erreurs thor- 
oughly corrected by erudite and 
compassionate passers®y, is af- 
fixed to the stand front which it 
hangs. 

“This iron bell.” obaerves the 
notice, “cast in 1627. weighing ap- 
proximately 2.000 pounds, was 
made by the Lew family. metal 
artisans, ami erected in 1641 at 
the White Robe Buddhist Convent 
during the reign of Tr'ung Ching, 
last of the Ming Emperors. in the 
city of Fu-Ning, district of Yung- 
ping-fu, in the previnee of Chi-¥M 
iHfopeh).” 

Our bell was thus cast close te 
150 years before B.C. was discov- 
ered and erected just over 200 
years before Vancouver Island was 
proclaimed a British Colony. As a 
matter of fact it was cast the same 
year as Ts ung Ching became Em- 
peror of China and it was set up 
one year before he and, with him, 
the famous Ming Dynasty—the lat- 
ter in existence for 275 years-- 
passed away. 

The belli was apparently presen: 
ted to the White Robe Canvent 
through the efforts of 360 citizens 
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Among Victoria’s Claims to Fame

that graced a temple 


of FwNing and their names are 
inscribed on it. like the donors and 
guarantors on symphweny pro 
grams. 


The fortunes of the bell go un- 
remembered and unrelatet until 
the time of the Boxer Rebeilions 
in China,—3900:1901. when it was 
taken from a ruined temple on the 
Manchurian side of the Great Wail 
Of China. It was presested to the 
City of Victoria by Lieutenant Wil 
Ham B. MacDuna}d. RN. son of 
Senator W. 3, MacDonald. of the 
ship's company of HMS Pique in 
1903 and, wboult one vear iaier, 4 
was set up im the Park.

IT WOULD APPEAR, how- 
ever, that the arrival and poswson- 
ing ef the Boxer Bell failed wo ec 
cgasion any great stir in Victoria, 

Tae Coleniat of March 13, 1903, 
expiains that Mayor Charles Hay- 
ward was inspired with the nice 
of obdtaining the bell in 1902 
though there is absolutely nothing 
to account for how he ever heard 
of jt in the first place. City Coun 
cil, nevertheless, went along with 
the idea and sei aside $100 to take 
care of hanging the belli, and: 
arrived on an “Oriental liner.”
